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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the inclusion of the limitation of "the presence of 
the" trailer does not overcome the current rejection. Applicant admits that there is a trailer detection unit, but argues that Schlichenmaier 
fails to teach or suggest applying brake-steer to the vehicle in response to the presence of the trailer. Examiner notes that 
Schlichenmaier effects yaw control via brake pressure differences in response to the presence of a trailer as disclosed in col. 2 lines 28- 
37 and, therefore, effects brake-steer in response to the presence of a trailer. Schlichenmaier fails to recite that the brake steer is applied 
by specifically applying at least one brake at a first vehicle wheel to reduce a vehicle turning radius of the vehicle and trailer. Kim is used 
for the specifically recited brake steer application method. Applicant argues that Kim does not teach reducing the turning radius of the 
vehicle and trailer. Examiner notes Schlichenmaier discloses applying brake steer to a vehicle-trailer combination and that incorporating 
the specific brake steer method of Kim to the vehicle of Schlichenmaier would automatically affect the movement or turning of the trailer 
which follows the vehicle. Examiner also notes that the claim recites "to reduce the VEHICLE turning radius of the vehicle and trailer". 
Accordingly, the rejections have been maintained. 
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
